Project BRITE was introduced by Superintendent Jack 
P. Taylor this year to help underpriveleged children receive 
intensified instruction. Eight schools have been designated 
according to the needs of the children in that area. New 
programs began in November with small classes concentra- 
ted on reading and arithmetic. Testing programs were con- 
ducted for grouping of the pupils. Dr. Douglas Covington 
is head of Project BRITE. 

The main purpose of BRITE is to help children grasp 
the fundamentals of education. BRITE used something new 
this year, back-up-teachers. Back-up-teachers studied the 
regular teachers’ methods of coping with students and the 
individual methods they used to achieve results. The back- 
up-teachers then went to another class and showed other 
teachers the new methods. In this way, new and better 
ideas were transmitted from one teacher to another.

New this year to the mathematics department of Arthur 
Hill was Mr. Burris Smith. Mr. Smith taught Algebra 1 and 
2, Geometry | and 2, and Vocational Math. In 1960, he was 
graduated from Arthur Hill, and received a B.S. in Applied 
Physics from Michigan Technological University in 1964. He 
also attended Michigan State University where he received 
his master’s degree in business administration. He also at- 
tended the School of Law at Wayne State University for one 
year.

In the fall the math department received new texts deal- 
ing with the modern approach to algebra and geometry.

Arthur Hill’s greenhouse, built in 1940, received heat 
this year. This enabled science students to use the facility 
during the winter months. Students were able to grow the 
plants they studied in class. Until this year, the greenhouse 
had never been used because of insufficient heating. 

Mrs. Marguerite Engle, chemistry and physics teacher, re- 
ceived a $500 award from the American Society of Metals.

“The co-op student grows up faster, holds a job longer, 
gets a job faster; and if he goes on to college, he does better,” 
said Mr. Ray Hartman, distributive education coordinator 
at Arthur Hill. One hundred co-op trainees had an opportu- 
nity to earn money while in school, to explore a vocation, 
and to gain valuable working experience. The school portion 
of the student’s training was coordinated with his job 
through the school-related class and by coordinator’s work 
visitations.

Received by the woodshop this year was a new table saw, 
partly paid for by the Arthur Hill class of 1942.

The actual press run was the only 
thing done by the printer. Two new machines, the Veri-

and the Headliner, which set headlines, helped save money 
and increase working time for the News. In past years, a 
commercial printer had done the paste-ups and setting of 
copy. 

George H. Gallup International Honor Award, one of the 
highest awards presented to a high school newspaper, was 
given to the 1968-69 editions of the Arthur Hill News. This 
award was presented by Quill and Scroll, an international 
honorary society for high school journalists. For being a 
“superlative publication” of reporting, the News received 
the All-American award from the National Scholastic Press 
Association. Last year’s News was edited by Kathleen Hop- 
kins and Patricia Rock.
